forests, and when they had been cut 
and made into lumber the pioneer 
and his ax moved on to another place 
and those who remained in the town 
went thru a mo.st remarkable ex- 
perience.

Nekoosa will vote on the queslion of 
issuing $30,000 worth of bonds, the 
proceeds of which will be utilized for 
the purpose of pulling in a. water- 
works system, provided Ihe measure 
is carried. 


A series of tests have been eon- 


ducted at Nekoosa during the past 
fern months for the purpose of dis- 
covering if it were possible to ob- 
tain a sufficient flow of spring water 
from the ground back of the village 
to supply the place with pure water 
for domestic purposes. The engineer 
having the matter in charge made his 
report recently, and this would Indi- 
cate that Ihere will be no trouble 
about securing plenty of water to 
supply a place much larger that our 
neighboring village, and so far as the 
water has been analyzed, it Is very 
good in every respect. There is not 
likely to be any trouble from Ibis 
source, as most of the waler Ihat 
conies from the springs in this local- 
ity is exceptionally pure, and is es- 
pecially good for drinking purposes. 


The villagers at Nekoosa have been 


drinking rather a poor quality of 
waler ever since the place was set- 
tled, the water that is drawn from 
the wells there being strongly im- 
pregnated with iron or other miner- 
als that make it decidedly objection- 
able to persons who are not use to it. 
and the securing of a plentiful sup- 
ply of good pure spring water will no 
doubt be appreciated by all. 


It is expected that the bond issue

U. S. Grant was employed at $50 per 
month as tanner's clerk when the 
war opened, and the lirsl home he 
ever owned clear of debt was given 
to him by the people at the close of: 
the war. James A. Garh'eld owned a 
small Ohio farm when he became 
president, and Grover Cleveland own- 
ed not even a home when ho went to 
Washington. William McKiulcy was 
without great means when he became 
the nation's chief. 
Woodrow Wil- 


son lived in a rented house and was 
an applicant for a Carnogle pension 
less than flve years ago. 
Even tho 


governor's great friend, William H. 
Taft, was not in very affluent cir- 
cumslanes when he became presi- 
dent.

city and greel his many friends, re- 
taining all his mental faculties and 
always being glad to meet a friend. 


Deceased was born in. St. liarlhol- 


oml, Quebec, ou the 2<Hli of March, 
J820, and came lo Grand Rapids in 
1855 with a party of others from his 
native land, 
When he came to this 


country it was nothing but a wilder- 
ness, there being practically nothing 
doing here outside of tho lumbering 
industry. 
He worked In the saw- 


mills, the lumber woods, and later 
ran the river as a pilot of lumber 
rafts. This he continued until ]87'J, 
when he was a man that Is generally 
considered well along In years. 
At 


this time he opened a. buffet on tbe 
west side, which he conducted for 33 
years, when he retired from actice 
life, and has since spent much of his 
lime at home. 
He was a man who 


had the confidence of. all who knew 
him, 
and when In business In this 


cily every man was his friend. 


• He was married on the 26th o£ 


December, 1805, to Miss Julia Van 
Valkenburg of Obcrlin, Ohio, the lady 
being one of the early teachers In this 
section, and who survives him. 


There are also two sons, Walter 


Denis of Port Arthur, Ontario, and 
Sidney Denis of Nekoosa.. Two dau- 
ghters preceded him in death.

The .Merrill Street Railway Com- 


pany ha;; gone out of business, and 
during the past week the company 
have begun the tearing up the rails 
that have lined tho streets for twenty 
years or more.

the second electric line in the state 
and wan the first system Vhat the 
Wc'Stinghouse company ever turned 
out. It has nut been a paying propo- 
sition for a number of years past, and 
the company has been threatening to 
discontinue it for some time, but the 
people up there thought that the 
company was b l u f f i n g , and that they 
were making money all the time. 


It is said that when the line was 


lirst put down that there was good 
money in it, and then the business 
gradually 
I'<-11 
off 
until 
for 
a 


number of y ars it was barely self- 
sustaining, and at last gradually be- 
gan to lose. 


Merrill, I l k - - most of the towns in 


central and northern Wisconsin, was 
al one time a lage lu inhering center. 
When the sawmills ran night and 
day money u'as plentiful, and 
the 


p.-ople naturally thought that it was 
going to last forever. 
But the peo- 


ple were merely gleaning the wealth 
that it had taken hundreds of years 
to accumulate in our 
magniflcient 


forests, and when they had been cut 
and made into lumber the pioneer 
and his ax moved on to another place 
and those who remained in the town 
went thru a most remarkable ex- 
perience. There was a big town there 
with practically nothnig to support 
it, and it was necessary for some 
new industry to take the place of the 
lumber mill;;. 


The only tiling for this was agri- 


culture,, a thing that often comes 
rather slow, even in a country like 
this. The farmers that came in were 
poor and had Lo have help in a good 
many instances, and tiiey were not 
the reckless spenders that their pre- 
decessors, thfc lumbermen, had been. 
The result is that it is taking some 
time for mailers to adjust 
them- 


selves, but il is undoubtedly a fact 
thai they will bo adjusted in time, 
but tho good old days of the lumber 
man have passed inlo history, and 
will never be seen again in this part 
of the country. 


NEKOOSA WILL VOTE 


ON AJOND ISSUE 


On the 31st of July the village of 


Nekoosa will vote on the question of 
issuing $311,000 worth of bonds, the 
proceeds of which will be utilized for 
the purpose of putting in a water- 
works system, provided the measure 
is carried. 
A series of tests have been con- 


ducted at Nekoosa during the past 
fem months for the purpose of dis- 
covering If it were possible to ob- 
tain a sufficient flow of spring water 
from the ground back of the village 
to supply the place with pure water 
for domestic purposes. The engineer 
having the matter in charge made his 
report recently, and this would indi- 
cate that there will be no trouble 
about securing plenty of water to 
supply a place much larger that our 
neighboring village, and so far as the 
water has been analyzed, it is very 
good in every respect. There is not 
likely to be any trouble from this 
source, as most of the water that 
conies from the springs In this local- 
ity is exceptionally pure, and is es- 
pecially good for drinking purposes. 


The villagers at Nekoosa have been 


drinking rather a poor quality of 
water ever since the place was set- 
tled, the water that is drawn from 
the wells there being strongly im- 
pregnated with iron or other miner- 
als that make it decidedly objection- 
able to persons who are not use to it. 
and the securing of a. plentiful sup- 
ply of good pure spring water will no 
doubt be appreciated t>y all.

William McKinley was 


without great means when he became 
the nation's chief. 
Woodrow Wil- 


son lived in a rented house and was 
an applicant for a Carnegie pension 
less than live years ago.

Tal't, was not in very affluent cir- 
cumslanes when he became presi- 
dent. Carl Schurz, one of the great- 
est theorists in modern polities, who 
propounded theories that resulted in 
the national civil service law and 
many other great reforms, died poor.

to put h,''s "long-haired" theory in 
vogue these long years ago.—Black 
River Fall Journal.

Substitute Amendment Offered by Sen. 


ator Bennett Was Killed 11 to 


14—Big Saving for ths State 


Is Ignored. 


Madison, July 15, 1915. 


The bill creating a state board of 


public welfare, whereby hundreds of 
thou'.andb of dollars would have been 
saved to the state, was killed in the 
senate by a vote of 10 to 15. 


Prior to this the substitute amend 


ment, offered by Senator Bennett, was 
rejected. 11 to 14. This amendment 
was the orlpinul bill as it came from 
the committee, on investigation. 


There was no di&cus&ion of the hill 


when it v.as readied on the calendar. 
Senator Perry, after the Bennett sub- 
stitute had been voted clown, offered an 
amendment putting the oil inspector 
under the board. 
This was adopted 


and then the bill was killed. 


Thus, with hardly a word what Is the 


most important bill of the session in 
regard to saving money for the state 
was put to death. 
It was clearly 


shown 
that 
consolidation proposed 


would affect great economies to live 
state and result in saving $100,000 im 
mediately, while Inter it was estimated 
5300,000 a year would be saved 


It was further shown that the con 


solidation brought together correlatec 
departments which could be so joined 
that the work could be clone more effl 
clently and with much less bother in 
the people of the state, now harassec 
by a half a dozen inspectors cominj, 
around where one could as well do 
the work. 


Amended Stemper Bill Passed. 


The assembly under suspension o: 


tlie rules, adopted tlie Hedding amend 
ment to the Stemper saloon license bil 
and then passed it by a viva voce vote 
The bill was immediately messaged to 
the senate, where it was expected ac 
tion would be taken at once.

Retiring Warden at Waupun Urges

Madison.—That inmates of the state 


penitentiary be allowed to subscribe 
to newspapers, is one of the recom- 
mendations made by the Rev. Daniel 
Woodward, retiring warden, in his bi- 
ennial report, copies of which have 
been received by members of the state 
board of control.

Must Give Pledge—Note on Sub- 


marine Suggests Meant of Pro- 


viding Steamer* for Travel 


to Europe. 


B«rJin, July 9, via London, July 10 — 


The text of the German note In reply 
to that of the United States regard- 
ing the sinking of the Lusitaula and 
submarine warfare follows: 


"Undersigned has the honor to 


Jnake the following reply to his excel- 
lency Ambassador Gerard to the note 
of the tenth ultimo re the impairment 
of American Interests by the German 
submarine war. Tho Imperial go\em- 
inent learned with hatlsfactlon from 
the note how earnestly tho govern- 
ment of the United States is con- 
cerned in seeing t.ne principles of hu- 
manity realized In tho present v,ar. 
Also this appeal finds ready echo in 
G(rmany, and the imperial govern- 
ment is <iuHo milling to permit ita 
statements and decisions in the pres- 
ent ease to be governed by the prin- 
ciple of humanity, Just as it has dona 
always 


"Tho imperial government welcomed 


•with gratitude when -the American 
government, in tho ndte of May 15, 
Itself recalled that Germany had al- 
•wasfl permitted itself to be governed 
by the principles of progress and hu- 
manity in dealing with tho law of 
maritime war 


"Since the tlmo when Frederick tho 


Great negotiated with John Adams, 
Benjamin Franklin and Thomas Jef- 
ferson the treaty of friendship and 
commerce of September 9, 1785, be- 
tween Prussia and the republic of the 
weit, German and American states- 
men have. In fact, ahva>s stood to- 
gether in the struggle for the freedom 
of the seas and the protection of 
peaceful trade 
In the International 


proceedings which since have been 
conducted for tho regulation of the 
lows of maritime war Germany and 
America ha\e jointly advocated pro- 
gressive principles, especially the abol- 
ishment of tbe right of capture at sea 
and the protection of the interests of 
neutrals. 


"Even at the beginning of the pres- 


ent war tbe German government Im- 
mediately declared its willingness in 
re ponse'to proposals of the American 
government to ratify the declaration 
of London and thereby subject itself 
la the use of Its naval forces to all 
the restrictions provided therein In 
favor of neutrals 


"Germany likewise has been always 


tenacious of the principle that war 
Bbould 
be 
conducted 
against the 


armed and organized forces of an one- 
my country, but that the enemy civ- 
ilian population must be spared as far 
as possible from the measures of war. 


"The imperial government cherishes 


the definite hope that some way will 
be found when peace is concluded, 
or perhaps earlier, to regulate the law 
of maritime war in a manner guaran- 
teeing the freedom of the seas and 
•will welcome It with gratitude and 
satisfaction if it can work hand in 
hand with the American government 
on that occasion. 


"Germany Has No Guilt." 


"It In the present war the principles 


•which should be the idi-al of the fu- 
ture hare been transgressed more and 
more, the longer its duration, the Ger- 
man government has no guilt therein. 


"It is known to the American gov- 


ernment how Germany's adversaries, 
by tompletely paralyzing peaceable 
traffic between Germany and neutral 
countries, have aimed from the very 
beginning, and with Increasing lack 
of consideration, at the destruction, 
not so much of the armed forces, as 
the life of the German nation, repudi- 
ating In doing so all the rules of inter- 
national law and disregarding all 
rights of neutrals. 


"On November 3, 1914, England de- 


clared the North sea a war area and 
by planting poorly anchored mines and 
by the stoppage and capture of ves- 
sels made passage extremely danger- 
ous and difficult for neutral shipping, so 
(by 
?) actually blockading neutral 


coasts and ports contrary to all inter- 
national law. Long before the begin- 
ning of submarine war England prac- 
tically completely Intercepted legitl 
mate neutral navigation to Germany 
also 
Thus Germany was driven to a 


submarine war on trade. 


-On November 14. 1914, the English 


premier declared in the house of com 
mons that it was one of England's 
principal tasks to present food for the 
German population from reaching Ger 
many via neutral ports. Since March 


\ England has been taking from neu 
tral ships without further formality 
all merchandise proceeding to Ger- 
many, as well as all merchandise com- 
ing from Germany, even when neutral 
property. 
"Just as It was also with the Boers, 


the German people are now to be 
given the choice of perishing from 
starvation with itu women and chil- 
dren or relinquishing its independence. 


"A War in Self-Defense." 


"While our enemies thus loudly and 


openly proc-liumcd war without mercy 
until our utter destruction, we were 
conducting a war In self-defense for 
our national existence and for the sake 
of peace of an assured permanency. 
We have been obliged to adopt a sub- 
marine warfare to meet the declared 
Intentions of our enemies and the 
method of warfare adopted by them in 
contravention of International law. 


"With all its efforts In principle to 


protect neutral life and property from 
damage as much as possible, the Ger- 
man government recognized unreser- 
vedly in Ita memorandum of February 
4 that the interests, of neutrals might 
suffer from the submarine warfare, 


"However, the American government 


•will also underbtand and appreciate 
that in tho fight for existence which 
has been forced upon Germany by Its 
adversaries, and announced by thorn, 
it IB tho sacred duty of the Imperial 
government to do all within Its power 
to protect and save the lives of Ger- 
man subjects. If the imperial govern- 
ment were derelict in these, its duties, 
it would be guilty before God and his- 
tory of the violation of those principles 
of highest humanity which are the 
foundation of every national existence.

Will Instruct Submarine. 


"In order to exclude any unfor- 


seen dangers to American passenger 
steamers, made possible in view of 
the conduct of maritime war by Ger- 
many's adversaries, German subma- 
rines will be instructed to permit the 
rse and safe passage ot such pas- 
enger steamers, when made recognlz- 
ible by special markings and notified 
a reasonable time In advance. 


"The imperial government, however, 


confidently hopes that the American 
;overnment will assume to guarantee 
hat these vessels have no contraband 
on board, details of arrangements for 
.he unhampered passage of these ves- 
sels to be agreed upon by the naval 
authorities on both sides 


"In order to furnish adequate fa- 


cilities for travel across the Atlantic 
for American citizens, 
the German 


government submits for consideration 
a proposal to increase the number of 
available steamers by installing In 
passenger service a reasonable num- 
ber ot neutral steamers under tne 
American flag, the exact number to 
be agreed upon under the same con- 
dition as the above mentioned Ameri- 
can isteamers. 


"The imperial government believes 


it can assume that in this manner 
adequate facilities for travel across the 
Atlantic ocean can be afforded Ameri 
can citizens There would, therefore^ 
appear no compelling necessity 
for 


American citizens to travel to Europe 
In time of war on ships carrjlng an 


enemy flag. Tn particular, the Impe- 
rial government Is unable to admit 
that American citizens can protect an 
enemy ship through the mere fact of 
their presence on board 


"Germany merelj 
followed

land's example when she declared 
part of the high seas an area of war. 
Consequently, accidents suffered by 
neutrals on enemy ships in this area 
of war cannot well be judged differ- 
ently from accidents to which neutrals 
are at all times exposed at the seat 
of war on land when they betake 
themselves into dangerous localities 
In spite of previous warnings. 


"If, however, It should not be possi- 


ble for the American government to 
acquire an adequate number of neu- 
tral passenger steamers, the imperial 
government is prepared to Interpose 
no objections to the placing under 
tbe American flag, by the American 
government, of four enemy passenger 
bteamcrtrfor passenger traffic between 
North America and England.

tas lost over 3,600 men in killed and 
wounded, four cannon and immense 
quantities of arms and ammunition. 


After their defeat the Zapatistas be- 


gan evacuating the city, fleeing to- 
ward Cuernavaca, to the south 
They 


were followed by a portion of Gon- 
zales1 army, while other forces were 
dispatched to flank tho fleeing reac- 
tionaries and to cut their retreat sev- 
eral miles south of the city. 


Fearful carnage is said to have re- 


sulted when the retreat was cut, al- 
though particulars of this fighting are 
lacking. 


Reports stated that Gonzeles already 


has rushed several trains of provisions 
into the city to the relief of thousands 
of destitute civilians, and that the ar- 
rival of these trains caused great dem- 
onstrations in favor of the constitu- 
tionalists. 


The permanent re-establishment of 


the old capital is expected in a few 
days.

Lopes de Lara has been ap- 


pointed governor of tbe federal dis- 
trict. 


Messages to headquarters at San 


Antonio, Tex, of the American Red 
Cross said Monclova, Coahulla, had 
been captured by Carranza soldiers, 
but that sharp fighting continued to 
the north of the city.

France Offers to Lift Embargo. 


Washington, D. C., July 12,-France 


has offered to lift her ambargo on raw- 
hides in return for a supply of Amer- 
ican leather goods for military pur- 
poses, according to advices received 
on Saturday. The plan, if worked out, 
will release for manufacture in this 
country a vast quantity of raw hides 
which has accumulated in France. The 
Paris dispatch also contains requests 
for American wheat flour for the use 
of civilian bakers.

names of 94,747 officers and men kill- 
ed, or wounded, making the total Prus- 
sian losses to the end of June 1,504,523. 
This does not Include 164 Saxon cas- 
ualty lists, nineteen Bavarian lists, 211 
with the Lemberg lists and thirty-six 
navy lists.

ARCHBISHOP QUlGLJTlS DEAD 


Chicago Prelate Succumbs at Home of 


His Brother at Rochester, N. Y.— 


End Came Quietly. 


Rochester. N. Y., July 13.—Arch- 


bishop James Edward Quigley of the 
Chicago diocese died on Saturday at 
the home of bis brother, Joseph M. 
Quigley, chief of the Rochester police 
force 
The end came quietly, the pre- 


late being unconscious for 
several 


hours before he passed away. 


James Edward Quigley was born In 


the village of Oshawa. Ontario, on Oc- 
tober 15. 1855. His parents. Thomas 
and Ellen Quigley, came to America 
from Ireland in 1847. He graduated 
from St. Joseph's college in 1872. It 
was through the efforts of the late 
Bishop Ryan of Buffalo, whom he was 
to succeed 24 years later, 
that a 


"bursch" in the University of Inns- 
bruck of the Austrian Tyrol was ob- 
tained for the future prelate in 1873 
From there he went to the College of 
the Propaganda at Rome. On his re 
turn to. America Father Quigley's first 
pastorate was at Attica, N. Y.. where 
he served five years. 


Three years later he was conse- 


crated bishop of Buffalo to succeed 
Bishop Ryan. 


On December 15, 1902, the congrega- 


tion of the propaganda at Rome se- 
lected the bishop of Buffalo as the 
successor of Archbishop P. A. Fee- 
han.

Heceutly tha 
professor planted GOO scoda of this 
tree, which Is a native of Australia, at 
his plant research Institute at Lang- 
homo, Ducks county. lie says thaf 
keep away mosquitoes and miasma. 


Professor Walters is not certain 


that ho can induce the treo to stand 
tho Pennsylvania climate, but he's 
going to try.

chemically, they succumb usaaliy to » 
temperature below 27 degrees. Whaa 
they grow proporly, they attain a 
height of 375 to 480 feet. 


They have other values in addition 


to being mosquito exterminators. Tb» 
oil has a fragrant peifume. From tha 
eucalyptus roslrata, or red gum, Pro- 
fessor Walters nayu a delicious bcror- 
a;ro is obtained by Bleeping tho blot- 
Boma In water.
